TALIN has now conclusively 
demonstrated hia parado- 
xieal theory of the Sovict 
revolution, Tho greatest construc- 
tive effort in human history, was 
the work of leaders who were, 
with two exceptions, “carrion.”

I recall particularly his effdrts 
in the early weeks of 1924, in the 
interval between the genoral elec- 
tion «nd Labour's entry into office, 
to ‘persuade Mr, MacDonald to om- 
bark on common constructive 
policy for peace. 


“Thore are now two Socialist 
Governments in the world,” ran 
the mesenge that Rakowsky gave 
me for MacDonald—"Let us'‘at 
once get together, clear up in 2 
rapid survey the. fey, differences 
that soparate our countries; and 
then, together, lead, the world in 
an uncompromising campaign for 
total disarmament.” 

To my distress, MacDonald, who 
told me that the Soviet Govern- 
ment was nbout to fall, refured.in 
this interval to meet Rakowsky.

“But,” the render may remind 
me, “these men have confessed.”

Everyone remombers the evi- 
dence of the informer Holzman, 
who said that he met Trotsky with 
his son Sedov at the Hotel Bris- 
tol in Copenhagen, and there re- 
ceived his instructions for ter-

There is no Hotel Bristol in that 
city, but it is a partinl answer 
that a Cafe Bristol docs exist. 

There remains Scdov's denial 
that he was even in Copenhagen. 
This is now backed by evidence 60 
complete that it constitutes an un- 
answerable alibi. 

Sedov was in Berlin while his 
fathor was in Copenhagen, and 
tried hard to join him, But he re- 
ceived the nocensary renewal of 
his “permit of residence” only on 
December 3, 1932, That was the 
day oftor Trotaky left, Denmark 
for France. ; 

That Sedov was actually in Bor- 
lin during all the days of: Trot- 
sky's stay in Denmark, ‘id ‘proved 
by the register ofthe Technical 
College which ho was attending. 
Having failed to meet his parents 
in Denmark, he then, by apecial 
favour of M. Herriot, met them 
in France. 

Finally, Ietters to and | from

It is simple paychology that the 
nation who loses ‘the preceding 
war must always continue to put 
its faith in the old type of methods 
by which it was beaten. So tony 
as its, people seo, or think thoy 
see, the so-called winners in any 
way better off than themselves 
ns a renult of that war, then they 
can have no renson -to discard 
thelr old standard of valucs, and 
their inclinations must always be 
towards continued gloriftcation of 
war and preparation for, the next 
one. 


Disillusioned 
By War 


It fs only tho’ victorious nations 
who have any chance to be dis- 
illusioned by war; who may sce, 
with Lord Allenby, that “tho 
fruits of war are Dead Seo 
Fruits”, or with Nurse Cavoll, 
that “Patriotism is not enough”. 
It {s impossible to find out that 
the ‘game isn’t worth tho candic’ 
until the candlo has first been 
won. Would I were a psycholo- 
gist to olaborate on this tremen- 
dously important fact. 


And furthermore, until] a vic- 
torious nation has enough moral 
strength, courage, and faith to 
act on this: knowledge which is 
revealed to it, wars will continue 
to beget more wars. Since 1918 
England has lost scores of oppor- 
tunities of doing this, but the 
urge to save face was too strong, 
our outworn national prestige had 
to be mnintained. And 80 we 
have remained, terrified into im- 
mobility,. watching. o situation de- 
velop that can have but one con- 
clusion. 


Present day history Is a direct 
and logical outcome of the Great 
War and the unjust treaty which 
followed jt. Nearly all English- 
men will now acknowledge this 
injustice, but what have we done 
about it?
